History Proves Times 


Haven’t Changed Much 


Andover’s problems of yester- who was the principal speaker 
at the 325th anniversary banquet 
Friday night at the Phillips 
Academy gymnasium. 

Close to 600 people heard the 
historian tell of the drug problems 
of the 1850s, the seeking of a new 
town hall and new school facil- 
ities then, as seems to be the case 
still today. 

In researching for his talk, Mr. 
Cole said that as we live in troubled 
times, we look to history to find 
guidance, comfort and perspective. 

As he researched in the library 
of Congress, finding editions of 
the Andover Advertiser, a news- 
paper published in the 1850s, he 
found that the Andover was in as 
much trouble then as now. 

In his address, he noted that 
in those days, as today, problems 
were prompted by growth of the 
community and the pressure of 
rapid change in the United States.

expense budget items, then come 
to October Town Meeting with a 
deficit budget for the rest, a move 
blessed Tuesday night by Finance 
Committee Chairman Dr. Albert. 
Greenberg, as ‘‘the logical ap- 
proach.’’

Anthony Ruggiero, who said he 
was a student of group behavior, 
asked not for sympathy, but em- 
pathy, in group meetings, ‘‘putting 
ourselves in the other persons 
shoes, and listening to eachother. ’’ 
He said that ‘‘no communication 
took place last week between

He stated his position on 
busing, that he would keep his 
child from school rather than 
agree to walking from Ballardvale 
to South School in winter, and 
asked for school committee com- 
ment of the rumour that the school 
committee was ‘‘getting back at 
the town’’ by the busing cut. 

Chairman William King said 
there was no way and no reason 
to do this, that the town perhaps 
didn’t realize that the committee 
had been faced with a 10% cut in 
funds with the budget year a third 
gone. Since the original trans- 
portation cut was not inflated, he 
said, but asked for extra dollars 
needed to provide the customary 
service the next year, the trans- 
portation budget cut means a 
transportation service cut. 

Committeeman Griggs talked 
about the ‘‘intent of the town 
meeting’? and said the committee 
shouldn’t have been hamstrung by 
the $43,000 transportation cut, but 
had liberty to move back and 
forth between items. He wants cuts 
in scheduling, computer services, 
water account savings and deletion 
of the central administrative 
offices’ switchboard to restore the 
busing money. 

The matter was settled with 
passage of the motion by Dr. Katz, 
who also addressed the audience 
on the thrust of the school budget 
this year. He pointed out that the 
budget emphasis in the two pre- 
vious years had been on securing 
top notch personnel, with the hiring 
of anew superintendent and several 
new principals. This year, he said, 
personnel needs were cut back. 

With Finance committee agree- 
ment and support, the school com- 
mittee concentrated on program 
- the curriculum materials in the 
expense budget which these ad- 
ministrators needed for the 
schools’ instructional program.

Katz said the committee could 


understand the school budget, as 
the largest town budget, being the 
largest target, but they were de- 
pressed after town meeting, not at 
the cut made, but the attitude and 
way it was done, without allowing 
the committee to explain the in- 
creases in the expense budget. 

Ke referred again to the out- 
of-context reporting of the ‘‘zap’’ 
remark of Dr. Dan Frishman (out 
of the country on business Tuesday 
night) and said that by accepting the 
town’s budget cut, the committee 
had the zap something. Z apping the 
busing was conspicuous, he said, 
and people were upset immediate- 
ly. Zapping part of the instructional 
program, through cutting the 
closely intertwined staff and in- 
structional materials budgets, he 
said, could hurt more, though less 
consciously. 

The fourth grade testing pro- 
gram was the last item on the 
agenda, generated some urgency, 
and was not completely settled 
Tuesday night. 

All committeemen are inagree- 
ment on publicizing the compari- 
sion between the Andover system 
and the state average, as well as 
the national average, on the stand- 
ardized test and also the compari- 
son between Andover and other 
systems withinthe Commonwealth. 
Where they part is on separately 
publicizing the results of each of 
the Andover schools. Dr. Griggs 
says ‘‘the people of Andover want 
to know’’, and some in the au- 
dience asked for these results so 


they could evaluate the open- 
concept schools as against the 
other schools. 

The superintendent, the rest of 
the school committee and other 
members of the audience strongly 
object to ‘‘putting one school 
against the other,’’ on the grounds 
that it wouldn’t tell what was 
wanted to know, because of the size 
of the sampling, the present dif- 
ference in programs, and the dif- 
ference in school sizes, but would 
arouse unfounded hostilities and 
destructive sectionalism. Doherty 
Principal Ed Regan called it a 
‘‘misuse of standardized tests,” 
while Committeeman Griggs, 
allowing the disclaimers for the 
standardized test’s validity, said 
people would take these into con- 
sideration. The superintendent 
said that he would not only get the 
state average, and the system to 
system comparisons as they be- 
came public, but that any parent 
could get a reading on where his 
own child stands in regard to his 
own pre-test potential and his 
actual standing with the larger 
date. However, strongly re- 
commends against school versus 
school data, within the system. 

The TOWNSMAN learned 
Wednesday that data about other

He commented on the develop- 
ment of new schools as compared 
to when he went to school here in 
Andover. 

He told of the development of 
the railroad here as part of the 
town’s industrial development. 

He also told of the death of 
President Pierce’s son in a de- 
railed train accident inShawsheen, 
which had an adverse affect on the 
President’s wife and thus his ad- 
ministration. 

There was disatisfaction with 
the school system in those times, 
thus the development of a Free 
school through the generosity of 
Benjamin Punchard. F 

While drug problems today con- 
cern themselves with LSD, 
heroin and the like, in the 1850s, 
there were problems with ‘‘adul- 
terated food,’’ Cole said. 

Among these were diluted 
quinine, and chemical lemonade. 

Commenting on women’s rights, 
and today’s fashions, the speaker 
told of the newspaper’s outrage 
at the appearance of women in 
pantoloons at women’s rights dance 
in Ballardvale. 

Cole also discussed religious 
problems of a century ago. 

Politically he spoke of the de-

tion. It would be comparable to 
‘supporting a third party candidate 
today, he said. 


The arrival of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe had its effect locally on the 
anti-slavery question in those 
days. 

Concluding his remarks and 
emphasizing that despite prob- 
lems, Andover had always met 
them and met them well. 

‘‘We can understand our town 
better now and can understand 
the 325 years by looking care- 
fully at two years before the civil 
war. Perhaps a student in 2046 
(400 years), will look back on 
1971 to help explain the greatness 
of the town,’’ he concluded.

Exemptions 
For Students 


Students who work this summer 
may be entitled to exemption from 
income tax withholding, William 
E. Williams, IRS District Director 
for Massachusetts, said today. 

Forms for claiming the exemp- 
tion are available from Internal 
Service offices if 
employers do not have them, he 
said. 

An employee who had no income 
tax liability last year and antici- 
pates none for this year should 
use a Withholding Exemption Cer- 
tificate, Form W-4E, to claim the 
exemption. 

For 1971 a single person who 
makes less than $1,700 owes no 
tax. This is based on the $1,050 
low income allowance and a per- 
sonal exemption of $650. A single 
taxpayer over 65 can earn wages 
up to $2,350 without incurring a 
tax liability, Mr. Williams 
explained, 

Anyone who qaulifies can fill 
out the. form and give it to his 
employer to claim exemption from 
income tax withholding on his 
wages, 

Employers who need quantities 
of the new Form W-4E can ob- 
tain them from their IRS District 
Office.

Dr. James B. Sullivan, executive 
vice president of Salem State Col- 
lege will retire June 30 after 31 
years in public higher education. 

Dr. Sullivan, 57, served at Salem 
State College since 1946 in a 
variety of capacities ranging from 
teacher of biology to dean of the 
college before being named 
executive vice president twoyears 


ago. 

Dr. Crank L. Keegan, Salem 
State’s new president, noted that 
‘The important services rendered 
by Dr. Sullivan over the past 25 
years are deeply appreciated. Jim 
Sullivan has served the college 
long and well as a professional 
educator and administrator.’’ 

During his years at SalemState, 
he also served as professor of 
education, biology chairman, 
science chairman, director of 
admissions, and as acting presi- 
dent for one semester. 

He played a major role in de- 
velopment of the college from a 
teachers school of 500 students 
to its present status as a multi- 
purpose college of 4,400 students.

Courtesy 


Far be it for us to criticize the Democratic process. 


Much more do we applaud the active participation of 


citizens in municipal affairs, such as has been exemplified 
at the recent town meeting and more recently at school 
committee meetings. 

The one disturbing factor, however, and it refers to both 
the town meeting and school board sessions, is the lack of 
courtesy . 

The matter was commented upon in these columns at 
the time of Lown meeting proceedings in March. 

Once again, we feel compelled to comment on the 
behavior of some of our citizens at public meetings. 

The matter of busing school pupils was under discussion 
when the apparent lack of understanding of various view- 
points became subjected lo jeers and outrageous shouts and 
just plain downright discourtesy. 

Town meeting in March issued a mandate that the school 
budget be cut. Knowingly, or unknowingly, contained in 
that mandate was the transportation budget. 

School committee members wrestled with the problem 
and had come up with a possible solution. 

Much to the dislike of many, following the mandate to 
the letter of the law meant many children now being bused, 


Homework 


Out of the most recent controversy regarding the school 
busing problem, dictated by a cut in the sc hool budget, 
comes a lesson for all. 

It is the need to do a litthke more homework at times 
before coming up with solutions to problems 

The cutting of a municipal budget is probably commend- 
able, if done with proper study beforehand. 

In the case of the school budget, this appears to have 
presented problems. 

The need for homework falls on both the municipal 
leaders, as well as those who are economy minded - a com- 
mendable mood in these particular times. 

This is not meant to criticize those who asked the budget 
be cut. 

But a litthe more study on the part of all, may have 
prevented the problem in the first place. 

Like dominoes, the problem has been compounded, 
since possibly sidewalks will have to be built where not pro- 
crammed this year. 

There is a lesson in this for all. 

Municipal officials should be prepared to answer all re- 
quests for financial demands. Townspeople should be more 
informed of the needs of departments. 

Municipal officials are mindful now of the need for 
economy. 

We feel they will listen and acquiesce where it can be 
pointed oul that certain items can be dispensed with for 
the time being if necessary. 

But homework is the key. 

Preparedness can solve future problems.

Music Ge 
Our Earn

The ‘Romantic’ period in 
music (also in literature and 
painting) began in the early part 
of the 19th century. It started 
shortly before the time of Beeth- 
oven’s death. At this time com- 
posers expressed humanemotions, 
rather than merely fitting their 
ideas to set forms. 

It was Schumann who began the 
Romantic period, he painted little 
scenes, expressed the mood of 
poem, and told little stories in 
Music. However, the ‘‘Frame- 
work’? on which he built his 
compositions was the same as that 
used by earlier composers. 

Beethoven was the link between 
the Classical and Romantic per- 
iods. Although he built his musi- 
Cal works on standard patterns, 
he went further along the road 
of progress thancomposers before 
him and introduced a new human 
quality into his music. 

‘Chopin and Liszt” were among 
those composers who joined Schu- 
mann in this new idea of musical 
expression.
